PATHFINDER ROAD AT ROWLAND HEIGHTS COMMUNITY CENTER DRIVEWAY
TRAFFIC SIGNAL

UNINCORPORATED ROWLAND HEIGHTS AREA

The following is background information regarding Item 15 of the May 21, 2013,
agenda. This item is directing Public Works to install a traffic signal on Pathfinder Road
at the entrances to the Rowland Heights Community Center and the Buddhist Temple,
in the unincorporated Rowland Heights area.

On July 26, 2005, as part of the Buddhist Temple conditional use permit, the Board
amended the project condition to require a $25,000 contribution toward the installation
of the traffic signal at the project driveway and the subject location was deemed
necessary as determined by Department of Public Works. If the Board approves the
subject motion, then Public Works will seek to collect this contribution from the
developer.

Consistent with the attached September 24, 1974, Board-adopted policy, we are
informing you that a traffic engineering study was not performed for the subject location.
The Rowland Heights Community Center has just begun construction. The Buddhist
Temple driveway construction has not yet commenced. As a result, traffic volumes and
patterns based on the Community Center's usage are not available to perform a traffic
signal analysis.

PATHFINDER ROAD AT ROWLAND HEIGHTS COMMUNITY CENTER DRIVEWAY
INSTALLATION OF TRAFFIC SIGNAL

UNINCORPORATED ROWLAND HEIGHTS AREA

On May 21, 2013, Agenda Item 15, the Board approved a motion directing Public Works
to install a traffic signal on Pathfinder Road at the entrances to the Rowland Heights
Community Center and the Buddhist Temple in the unincorporated Rowland Heights
area. Public Works was directed to report to the Board within 30 days with a schedule
for this installation.

Public Works anticipates the traffic signal to be operational by May 31, 2014. The total
project cost is estimated to be $288,000. The necessary $27,000 required to finance
a portion of the design phase is available in the Highway Safety Project appropriation
of the Fourth Supervisorial District's Fiscal Year 2013-14 Road Construction Program.
The remaining $261,000 required to complete the design and finance the construction
costs will be included in the Fourth Supervisorial District's Road Construction Program
in the recommended Fiscal Year 2014-15 Road Fund Budget.
